The Greenup Gazette has tbe fol- 


lowing interview with Emma Glenn, 
one of the girls accused of umdrering 
Kachel Glenn's children. Her story 
is as follows: 


"Emma Glenn, tbe sister of Rachel 


Glenn, who is accused of murdering 
her ^infant child on Wingo's Bun, 
near Springville, is an inmate of the 
county infirmary, and has been for 
several months. 


"Tbe county attorney of Greenup 


county called on her last week to in- 
terview her about the supposed mur- 
der of her sister's child, an account 
of which appeared in tbe Gazette 
last week. She bad heard nothing 
about the rumor, and when 
the 


county attorney informed her of it 
was much surprised and said the 
child was not murdered. 


"She said that she was with her 


sifter Rachel and attended her when 
the child was bom last August, at 
the 
home of her step-mother, on 


Wingo's Bun, back of Springville; 
that she and her step-mother were 
the only persons present when the 
child was born, and that her step- 
mother would have nothing to do 
with her sister: that she would not 
even speak to her. She stated that 
she acted as midwife, and when the 
child was born it was dead—was 
premature birth. It was a boy baby, 
she said; that after the birth of tbe 
child she did not know what to do, 
with it; that she took it and wrapped 
it In some old clothes and buried it 
tbe best she could under the circum- 
stances, and placed some chunks OD 
the grave. 


"Her step-mother assisted her in 


burying the body. Her sister was 
subject to fits and was having one 
when the child was born, which was 
the cause of its death, she thought. 
She further says that her sister ami 
step-mother bad moved to Otway. 
She expressed a wiliingness to'"appear 
and testify when she is wanted for 
that purpose. 


"She says there was only one child, 


and that the rumor that there were 
two is not correct. She has three 
children with her at tbe poor-house, 
and claims to have been married 
twice.1'

known to the advanced school of pugil- 
ism in his contest with Sharkey and 
his defeat must not be attributed to 
any lack- of close study on. his part 
of every trick in the boxing gama.

When McCoy sent Sharkey twice to

a left for the wind, but missed

In a rush 


Tom played for the body, landing his left 
seemingly low, and McCoy dropped to the 
Door of the ring, wharo he wriggled for 
eight seconds. It looked as if McCoy were 
down about 12 seconds, but the referee's 
count was only eight.

Tenth— The kid kept skipping to the right 


and ran Into a clinch, where he held Tom 
without a blow being struck.

O'Rourke, played for the body, but McCoy 
effectively guarded himself. 
Tom turned 


his attention to the body and landed on the 
ribs with his left. 
Then Tom turned his
